Rock for Africa 
Swazi Aid Show Raises Money, Awareness 
By Robert Chiarito 

Imagine this if you can. What if someone told you 
that there was a country, here on Earth, facing extinction? 
Not a species of birds or a rare frog in a particular habitat, 
but an entire country of people. 

That is precisely the dilemma that faces the 
people of Swaziland, a small country in the southern most 
part of the African Continent. Is it possible to save a coun- 
try from extinction? Sarah DeMatos, a recent graduate 
of Old Rochester Regional High School who is currently 
studying at Boston's Berklee College of Music, decided 
that she is one person who is willing to help this embat- 
tled country. 

Sarah visited Swaziland last August and came 
away so touched and moved by what she found there 
she said, "On Thursday, August 3, 2006, 1 left the United 
States as one person, and I am proud to say today I am 
someone else/' What Sarah found in Africa was a coun- 
try with the globe's lowest life expectancy and one of its 
highest occurrences of AIDS. Ancient beliefs and practices 
have left the country so completely riddled with the HIV 
virus, that the United Nations has projected that the coun- 
try will be extinct by the year 2040. 

As is often the case in pandemics, children are 
often made to suffer some of the hardest consequences. 
The United Nations also estimates that because of death

or abandonment about 140,000 children will be orphaned. 
The mortality rate is so bleak that in the average house- 
hold in Sw^aziland the head of the house is no more than 
eleven years of age. It is against this backdrop of hopeless- 
ness that Sarah DeMatos found hope. 

While on her trip she came across ABC Minis- 
tries, an organization that takes in orphaned children and 
babies. Ms. DeMatos, upon her return to the United States 
and her school decided to call upon her classmates and 
organized Sw^azi Aid. Sw^azi Aid is a grassroots organiza- 
tion that is trying to raise funds to help support the efforts 
of the ABC Ministries.

Insect Bites 

My dog came inside from his run with a number of 1/2 inch 
red marks on his belly that were shaped like bullseyes. Are 
these from deer tick bites? Does it mean that he will get 
Lyme Disease? 

Because of the mild winter, this spring has been especially 
bad for black flies and biting gnats. These are the small 
flies that circle your head in the moming and evening. 
When they bite a dog, usually on the belly and ears where 
the hair is thin, they leave a characteristic buUseye shaped 
mark. 

Is there a way to prevent him from being attacked by these 
flies? 

Try putting Avon Skin So Soft on the areas that have a thin 
hair cover. Other insect repellents containing DEET may 
not be safe on your dog. Use them very sparingly, as on the 
ears only.

According to the arresting officer. Detective Ser- 
geant Craig Parker, on March 30 at about 7:30 pm he ob- 
served a vehicle in the parking lot of Lighthouse Liquors 
which he recognized as belonging to someone under the 
age of 21. He stopped and later observed the individual 
coming out with a 30-pack "suitcase'' of beer which he 
put in the trunk of the vehicle. After stopping the indi- 
vidual. Detective Parker said the individual admitted to 
having purchased the beer at Lighthouse Liquors and was 
not asked for a proper identification, but he didn't want to 
get the owner in trouble. 

"We have taken a proactive approach in the 
past," Police Chief Lincoln Miller said. "I believe this is a 
serious violation. There are only four forms of ID that the 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Commission (ABCC) accepts: 
a state-issued Driver's License, a state-issued ID Card, a 
valid Passport, or a Military ID. This is a first offense and 
we have not had a Liquor Law violation hearing in some 
time, so I would recommend we issue a severe letter of 
reprimand to be placed in (the establishment's) file." 

"This is a very serious thing and because this is 
the first offense, I don't think we should go overboard 
on this, but I think (the owner) should understand the 
seriousness of this," Chairman Jeffrey agreed. "Based on 
that, I feel we could go along with the Chief's recommen- 
dation." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to issue a 
stern letter of reprimand to Lighthouse Liquors as sug- 
gested by Chief Miller and Mr. Witten thereby closed the 
hearing. 

Returning to regular business, Mr. Dawson 
informed the board he has been working with the Depart- 
ment of Public Works (DPW) and the Town Engineer to 
begin the previously-discussed Water and Sewer Rate 
Study at an estimated cost of $21,500. This all-encompass-

So what kinds of special things might someone 
plant during a Sesquicennial Celebration Year? Really, the 
list is too long to publish in this column, and what you 
do depends on what else you have going on in your yard 
and gardens. However, for inspiration, the 150th Garden 
Group is hanging large baskets of red ivy geraniums, blue 
and red verbena, red million bells and white bacopa in 
the Gazebo in Shipyard Park. These plants will do well in 
the fairly strong sun of the park, and the biggest challenge 
will be the winds coming in from the harbor which will 
demand daily watering of the baskets.

Next Starring Nicolas Cage and Julianne Moore. Directed 
by Lee Tamahori. Running time: 96 minutes. MPAA rating: 
PG-13. 

Cris Johnson (Nicolas Cage) can see two minutes into his own future. 
This means he spends most of Next narrowly avoiding things — or not, 
if he so chooses. It's an amusing premise for an action-thriller, especially 
when Cris gets into a fight at a diner, knows when the punches are coming, 
and casually dodges them in a sort of lazy dance of evasion. 

Cris also spends most of Next evading the FBI, represented by Ju- 
lianne Moore in her unsmiling no-nonsense mode; even her hair is just 
barely red this time. After this and Children of Men, Moore may have 
done quite enough roles wherein she captures some poor sap and tells him 
he's the only one who can save the world, but at least she isn't playing to 
the rafters as she did in Freedomland. At certain points, especially when 
she dons an FBI cap, Moore could be sequelizing her Clarice Starling in 
Hannibal, without the West Virginia accent or humanity. 

But back to the premise, in which Moore's FBI agent wants to find 
Cris because she believes he can see into the future and determine when 
some Euro-terrorists will set off a nuclear bomb in L.A. Sometimes the 
movie fools us by showing us one possible turn of events, then backtrack- 
ing and revealing that it's one of Cris's visions. Early on, the FBI shows 
up at Cris's secret hide-out, where an uncredited Peter Falk — still going 
strong at 79, God bless him — shoots pool and crustily trades lines with 
an obviously affectionate Cage, who probably has as many Cassavetes 
and Columbo moments running through his head as the rest of us. 

I'm never unhappy to see Nicolas Cage. He combines the ardent 
sincerity of James Stewart with the heavy-lidded proto-punk of Timothy 
Carey (track down a copy of Carey's The World's Greatest Sinner and 
you'll have to remind yourself you're not watching Cage). In Next he 
gives us a man harassed by his own gift, forced to be a cheesy Vegas 
magician in order to make a living with his talents. Cris also hits the local 
casinos, rakes in the cash, and gracefully foils suspicious security guards. 
Cage takes all this as an excuse to engage in bored virtuosity — Cris is 
in a rut, and there are no surprises in his life. Then he meets Liz (Jessica 
Biel), a radiant woman (literally — cinematographer David Tattersall 




consistently films her with her blonde hair backlit) he's seen in visions 
before. The boredom drains out of Cage's face and he looks at Biel the 
way he usually looks at his love interests, as if their beauty were killing 
and saving him at the same time. 

Director Lee Tamahori has never really made good on the promise 
of his 1994 New Zealand debut, the bruising Maori drama Once Were 
Warriors. He's been a textbook example of what happens to foreign 
directors once Hollywood gets its hooks into them: Mulholland Falls, 
Along Came a Spider, Die Another Day, xXx: State of the Union — the 
litany just hurts. Next is probably his best work as a Hollywood gun for 
hire, which I realize isn't saying much, but at least Tamahori works here 
with some sense of pride and skill. Among the raft of movies inspired 
by the fiction of Philip K. Dick, Next isn't as dazzling as Blade Runner, 
as funky as A Scanner Darkly, as amusing as Total Recall, or as thrilling 
as Minority Report. On the other hand, it's not as dumb as Impostor or 
Screamers. 

On occasion, including the climax (or anti-climax, or non-climax), 
Tamahori gets to have his cake and destroy it too — again, here's the 
possible outcome, and now here's Cris reacting accordingly. A sequence 
in which Cris leads an FBI team through the usual industrial hide-out, 
pausing exactly as long as necessary and then taking a quick left, is a well- 
sustained triumph of editing and staging. Eventually Cris's consciousness 
splits off into dozens of Nicolas Cages wandering around, testing each 
corner for snipers or assassins. Talk about multitasking. Next is obvi- 
ously filler before the summer movie season officially kicks off, but its 
conceptual wit and its merciful brevity help it go down easy.

With the recent news that a class of students from Pitts- 
field have proposed making Herman Melville's classic novel 
Moby Dick the "official state book" of Massachusetts earlier 
this week, it got me thinking initially about the other "official 
state (fill-in-the-blanks)" and, more importantly, just what 
significance these things even have to residents of our fair 
Commonwealth. 

I have to confess, the only two things that really stuck 
in my mind from those long-ago slow-lesson days when the 
teacher would venture off into citing such trivia were the 
"official state bird" (the black-capped chickadee!) and the 
"official state flower" (the Mayflower, of course). But ac- 
cording to information provided via www.mass.gov, there's 
plenty of absolutely official, legislatively-sanctioned state 
things that we, as residents of Massachusetts, should not only 
be aware of, but also proud to point out to our out-of-state 
friends and family members. 

For example, did you know our official state folk song 
is "Massachusetts" by Arlo Guthrie? Nope, me neither. I 
wonder if "Alice's Restaurant" was ever considered, since 
the character who inspired the song apparently lived here, 
too. Or, better yet, the Bee Gees' "Massachusetts," which, 
given NStar's recent rates, offers the more prescient lyric 
"And the lights all went out in Massachusetts." Now that 
reminds me of home. 

There is an official state cat . . . the Tabby cat, so deemed 
for no reason other than some schoolchildren requested it. 
Now, you would think Salem would petition for the black 
cat to become the official state cat, but I guess there are still 
some who frown upon that whole witch trial thing. 

Apparently the official state dog is the Boston Terrier, 
which is a nice enough breed, I guess. But wouldn't some- 
thing more indicative of the state's ample beach and boating 
resources and — I'm not too proud to admit — one of its 
most vibrant cultures be more appropriate? Yes, give me the 
Portuguese Water Dog! And that could be spun off into an 
official state mascot: Pablo the Portuguese Water Dog. I'm 
seeing a grinning Pablo behind the wheel of a fishing trawler 
pulling up a sizeable catch of fresh bay scallops as a logo. 
And we've already got Senator Ted Kennedy to personally 
endorse the breed. 

Speaking of fish, the official state fish is, appropriately, 
the cod. Hence, Cape Cod. I can't really argue with that one. 
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although I am curious as to where the once-vibrant herring 
(alewives) of this area fit into the mix. Cod is simple and 
easy, but wouldn't it be more fun to reveal the official state 
fish as the alewife? Friends might think you were referring 
to an intoxicated spouse. 

Those still working the bogs around here will be pleased 
to know the official state beverage is cranberry juice, al- 
though there is oddly no mention of an official state berry 
or fruit. Hmm. 

But wait ... lest you health-conscious individuals are 
gearing up to declare victory, the only other official state 
foods cited — if you discount cod, that is — are the official 
state muffin (the corn muffin, with extra butter please); the 
official state dessert (yummy Boston Cream Pie); and the of- 
ficial state cookie (the even yummier chocolate chip cookie, 
first invented at the Toll House Restaurant in Whitman, MA). 
Thankfully, no one has petitioned to name the official state 
salad as of yet. 

Getting back to that official state book idea, I'm not 
against Melville's behemouth taking the honors, although I 
might argue that the few people who have even attempted to 
make it all the way through the book's plodding prose would 
agree it's a bit of a bore. I'm more partial to something by 
Nathaniel Hawthorne (who, unlike Melville, was bom in 
Massachusetts) or even Henry David Thoreau's Walden, the 
inspiration for which remains a state historic landmark. 

And if the powers-that-be up on Beacon Hill have a 
little more spare time on their hands, I might also put in a 
pitch to declare an official state movie while they're at it. 
Now here's a category to debate and discuss endlessly, given 
the sheer volume of films that have originated from or were 
wholly produced within the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. Movies like Good Will Hunting, The Perfect Storm, 
Fever Pitch, The Witches ofEastwick, or even John Huston's 
classic film version of Melville's Moby Dick immediately 
come to mind. 

But I'd have to go with the one movie that is indelibly 
linked to the state in which it was shot and took place: Steven 
Spielberg's classic Jaws. The film is all about having fun, 
splashing around in the bright open sunshine ... until that 
hidden danger lurking just beneath the surface comes up and 
bites you in the behind! 

Now that sounds like Massachusetts to me.
